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Vote may permit sale of beer and wine

A city that prides itself on good morals and clean ap¬ 
pearances might have some new changes in the works that 
potentially could stir itiixed emotions. As of Wednesday, 
April 4, a political action committee called “Buy Local 
First” will fight for a spot on the November election ballot 
to make Tyler and Justice Precinct 2 wet cities. 

While most of the state of Texas has passed laws 
for alcohol purchase, Tyler and Justice Precinct 2 (Flint 
and Bullard) have remained dry areas, or cities that cannot 
sell alcohol in grocery stores and gas stations. However, if 
the vote is favored, the local economy will see great ben¬ 
efits and more revenue, according to Nick Pencis, a com¬ 
mittee member. 

“The tax dollars that we lose to the surrounding 
area—it’s a huge detriment to our city’s infrastructure.” 
said Pencis. 


In a statement released by Bob Westbrook, 
spokesman for the “Buy Local First” committee, a grocery 
store earns an additional three dollars for every one dol¬ 
lar that is earned in beer and wine sales. Consequently, a 
single store can see as much as $25,000 to $150,000 a week 
in additionally sales. 

In order to secure it on the ballot, die state law re¬ 
quires the political action committee to collect approxi¬ 
mately 7,800 signatures from Tyler citizens and 6,700 
from voters in Justice Precinct 2. 

According to Pencis, the alcohol tax that the wet 
cities surrounding Tyler have been collecting could gready 
benefit this city in numerous ways. Among these ways in¬ 
clude providing new jobs and funding city projects. 

While most Tyler Junior College students can 
vote in the election, only individuals at least 21 years old 
will actually be able to reap the immediate benefits of the 
law. However, some students see this opportunity as a way

Forensics team leaves 
a lasting impression

The forensics team at TJC doesn’t search for evidence at 
crime scenes, but they do search for public-speaking material to 
choose for their presentations. 

TJC’s nine-member forensic team won first place in de¬ 
bate sweepstakes and third in individual sweepstakes and over¬ 
all sweepstakes at the Phi Rho regionals tournament hosted by 
TJC on March 9-11. Sweepstakes represent a tally of the team’s 
combined winnings. 

The students choose from 14 tournaments held each year. 
Each tournament has three different types of events. One event 
is debate, and are often more structured than presidential de¬ 
bates. Another event, oral interpretation, involves researching 
and finding literature, putting it together,, and then bringing the 
literature to life. In speaking events, the third category, students 
choose a topic and research it, write a speech, memorize it and 
then deliver it. Some students participate in all three catego¬ 
ries. 

Team member, Theresa Boyd, won two first place awards 
and is state champion in speech to entertain. M’Liss Hindman, 
speech professor and director of the forensics (speech and de¬ 
bate) team, suggested Boyd would enjoy that category because 
of her humor, and it was a good call.

“Ms. Hindman created 
a monster.” 

Hindman coaches on a one-to-one basis according to the 
students’ individual goals. For instance, one interested in acting 
would be more inclined toward oral interpretation. Someone 
interested in becoming a lawyer would want to participate more 
in speaking events. 

“It prepares people for a very wide range of fields,” said 
Hindman. “This is teaching them poise, self-confidence and life 
skills that they are going to be able to use for the rest of their 
life.” 

Alumni represent a variety of careers including Christian 
musician, Chris Tomlin; Benard Cummings, actor, director and 
playwright; and Joan Andrews, speech professor and assistant 
director of the speech and debate team at TJC. 

After winning the national championship in after 
dinner speaking, Andrews was offered a scholarship to the Uni¬ 
versity of Mississippi. 

“I have my education thanks to forensics,” said Andrews. 
“And it looks good on a resume’.” 

Forensics helps students learn to be more articulating. 
They learn how to present themselves and how to think logi¬ 
cally. These are things that companies value. Communication 
has consistently appeared as the top skill companies look for in 
new hires. Companies also value teamwork. 

Forensic team members have to learn to be very supportive 
of one another. While they are on the stage by themselves, their

The truth is definitely underrated 

In the world of bias media, honesty is compromised for good stories 


Media ethics comes into play often when personal interest or 
how one thinks morally conflicts with actual fact. This scenario arises 
constantly when you’re a reporter and often it involves civil issues. 

In 1955, a 14-year-old African American boy named Emmett 
Till was murdered in cold blood for engaging a white woman (Caro¬ 
lyn Bryant) in conversation in a grocery store. 

Several nights later Bryant’s husband, Roy, and his half brother 
J.W. Milam abducted Till from his family’s home, drove him to a se¬ 
cluded barn and beat him, gouged out one of his eyes, and ultimately 
shot Till in the head and dumped his body in the Tallahatchie River. 
Till’s body was discovered three days later. 

Till’s body was transported to Chicago where his mother, al¬ 
though grieving, was brave enough to keep her son’s mutilated body 
in an open casket for everyone to witness the horrible effects of rac¬ 
ism in the 1950s. Needless to say, this choice created a mountain of 
media attention. 

Many would argue that running photos of Till’s mutilated 
corpse or even printing the details of his murder were unnecessary. 
This event left reporters to make a difficult decision whether or not to 


run a story about the murder when a white-on-black crime was not 
even considered a crime by some. 

The media took hold of this and showed it for what it really was: 
murder in the first degree. This crime helped initiate a revolution in 
the Mississippian community and sparked a massive wave of pro¬ 
test similar to what our nation is witnessing today with the Trayvon 
Martin shooting. 

Unfortunately, Bryant and Milam were eventually acquitted of 
their crime. Months later, protected by double jeopardy, they would 
openly confess to kidnapping and murdering Till. This is an example 
of the media using its powers for good. They showed the public that 
these men’s actions were unjustifiable and that people should not sit 
in silence while such events occurred. 

Now what’s the difference between the case of Till and the case 
of 17-year-old Trayvon Martin? Emmett Till’s murder was made 
public by journalist who presented the facts. Trayvon Martin’s mur¬ 
der was made public by a group of yellow journalist who were moti-

Some individuals may not be making plans after Dec. 21, 
2012. The last day of the Mayan calendar has been the inspira¬ 
tion behind songs, movies, books and public hysteria. However, 
Tyler Junior College President Dr. Mike Metke is still strategiz- 
ing success forTJC and giving his predictions of the state of the 
college in 2020. 

On May 12, a bond election will be held to build a 
130,000-square-feet Allied Health Nursing Building. Accord¬ 
ing to the official draft detailing the specifics of the bond will 
cost $25 million. Dr. Metke believes that the approval of this 
proposal will have a big impact on the future of TJC. 

“We do have a proposal for the voters on May 12, that if 
it passes would fund the building of the Allied Health Nursing 
Building,” Dr.Metke said. “That will be an important election on 
May 12 and it will help determine the direction of the college.” 

Dr.Metke believes that the center will give TJC medical 
students an advantage in their field. 

“I think with the advent of this new nursing and health sci¬ 
ence center we will become a major regional training destina¬ 
tion were students who want to get the finest training and access 
to really good jobs would come here,” Dr. Metke said. “I think 
our plans for a state of the art nursing and health science facil¬ 
ity would be superior to maybe anything that currently exist in 
Texas and would certainly be as good as anything currendy out 


there.” 

Dr. Metke hopes that TJC expands on its other campuses. 

“By 2020 I would see us developing at our West Campus 
with more career programs and another building. We have added 
11 acres of land there,” Metke said. “I would see a north campus 
that would be probably the size of our West campus and a cam¬ 
pus in the south.” 

Donors have also expressed interest in sponsoring facilities 
for the Apache Band, Belles, and Performing Arts. 

“I would foresee probably a donor coming and [sponsor¬ 
ing] a building that would house our performing arts, band, and 
Belles,” Dr. Metke said. “There are donors and there has been 
quite a bit of interest.” 

Dr. Metke also can see all of these things happening within 
the next five years or so and being fully developed within 2020. 

Dr.Metke is also proud of the changes TJC has made since 
the beginning of the new decade. Dr. Metke believes that cam¬ 
pus civility measures like requiring students to wear lanyards 
since fall 2010, have improved the atmosphere at TJC. 

“We have really to a large extent gotten rid of our crime to 
the point were of if one thing happened, it would appear a tri¬ 
pling in percentage in that category,” Dr. Metke said. 

Dr.Metke has many hopes for TJC but perhaps one of his 
biggest is that it continues to give students a good start on their 
educational journey. 

“So many students will start somewhere else and be aca¬ 
demically gifted but not ready for college,” Dr. Metke said. “My 
hope that we would be recognized and people would see us as 
the best place to get started on their pathway to success.”

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Tyler Komen race to raise funding

The Susan G. Komen Race for the Cure is the largest series 
of 5K runs and fitness walks in the world, this event raises sig¬ 
nificant funds and awareness for the fight against breast cancer, 
and celebrates breast cancer survivorship and honors those who 
have lost their battle 
with the disease. 

This years Tyler 
Komen Race for the 
Cure is set for May 12 
at Bergfeld Park. 

“Why do we need 
your support? Every 
step counts! Your do¬ 
nation provides women 
and men in the Komen 
Tyler Affiliate with ser¬ 
vices that have literally 
saved lives,” said Jen¬ 
nifer Watkins, director 
of the Tyler Komen 
chapter. 

So far, no teams 
representing Tyler Ju¬ 
nior College have reg¬ 
istered to participate in 
the race. 

“But it isn’t too 
late (to form a team).... 

Someone just needs to’ 
set up a TJC team and 
begin registering people or advertise registration,” Watkins said. 

There are also still opportunities to make a donation, sign 
up as a volunteer or help with fundraising, she said. Information 
about how to take part in the race or help out is on the chapter’s 
website komentyler.org. 

Since its founding in 1983, the Komen Race for the Cure 
has grown from one race with 800 participants to a global series 
consisting of more than 120 races. This year more than 1 million 


people are expected to participate in races, said information from 
organization. 

The race is a way to spread the message of the importance of 
mammography and routine self-examination in early detection 
of breast cancer. 

Watkins said most of the money raised by the Tyler race 
stays in the Tyler community. She said the Tyler chapter awards 
money is to provide breast health research, free mammograms, 


diagnostics, screenings, treatment and, support services for pa¬ 
tients and education for uninsured or underinsured women. 

“May 4 is the last day to register for the race online and 
receive a packet in the mail,” Watkins said. “Packets include par¬ 
ticipant’s Race T-shirt, bib and race day information. Afterwards 
that packet can be picked up at Brookshire’s on Rice Road.”

Students pass counterfeit cash; 
Secret Service launches probe

On March 20 TJC Campus Safety was 
alerted by the Valley Foods director that coun¬ 
terfeit money were used by students at a deli in 
Ornelas Hall. 

Randy Melton director of Campus Safety 
said that a forged $20 bill had been passed 
around late last month. The origins from when — 

the counterfeit bill is yet to be determined. 

“An ongoing investigation is being made and the seriousness of the crime 
has brought in the U.S. Secret Service since counterfeiting is a federal offense 
crime,” said Melton. 

He went on to say the students are cooperating with Campus Safety as they 
try to make some leeway into this investigation. 

The Secret Service is working in conjunction with TJC Campus Safety in the 
matter and this is an ongoing investigation. 

“This could be a case that the perpetrators didn’t even know the bills were 
counterfeit and the Secret Service was brought in to find the source behind the 
counterfeit money and how did these particular students find the means to obtain 
this counterfeit money,” said Melton.

It is not uncommon to. see counter¬ 
feit bills being used, but finding the original 
source distributing the counterfeit bill is the 
difficult part. 

“The difficult part is narrowing down 
the source from where the counterfeit money 
originated from,” said Don Martin, Tyler Po¬ 
lice Department public information officer. 

There are ways to distinguish the differ¬ 
ence between a counterfeit bill to a real one, 
""" — " even w ith the naked eye. 

According to the United States Secret 
Service website, one of the ways to identify a real bill to a forged one is, every 
bill has a serial number. Genuine serial numbers have a distinctive style and are 
evenly spaced. Also the serial numbers are printed in the same ink color as the 
treasury seal. The ink in the serial number on counterfeits will show up in a dif¬ 
ferent color or different shades. 

Another way of distinguishing a counterfeit bill is by looking at the por¬ 
trait. A genuine bill will appear more lifelike and stand out from the background. 
Where as a counterfeit bill, will appear lifeless and flat.

Young students unaware of their impact on 
the community were the true heroes at Tyler Ju¬ 
nior College recendy. Although these heroes did 
not wear long red capes or masks, they willingly 
stretched out their arms, closed their eyes and 
freely gave blood and because of them over more 
than 1200 lives can be saved. 

“The blood drive was all week long,"said Nyc 
Moy spokesmen for Carter Blood Care, “50 gal¬ 
lon challenge, which is the largest challenge any 
college has ever done in the East Texas area.” 

Students and faculty surpassed the goal set 
by the blood organization and collected a total of 
52.71 gallons from March 26-30 at the Student 
Room in Rogers Center. Students were given in¬ 
centives like T-shirts, extra credit in some classes 
and Dairy Queen sandwiches, but like true heroes 
many were willing to help without any rewards. 

“There’s a need for it for lots of people and 
it can help somebody that you don’t even know, 
and so it should be a good thing for everybody to 
do,” said Nathan Muller, freshman, majoring in 
Forestry from Longview. 

During the challenge on Tuesday, TJC was 
made aware that it was the main supply for the 
local hospitals, which were desperately in need of 


blood due to the low numbers of donations be¬ 
cause of spring break. 

“In time like the summer or the winter, we 
actually have less then a day’s of supply of blood, 
so if there was a big catastrophe we would be in 
trouble,” said Moy. 

About 33 percent of the population is in 
need of blood, and since there is no artificial 
substance for it, blood can only be from human 
beings. Although the process of donating comes 
with a series of medical questions and a quick 
physical checkup, the drawing of the blood and 
then recuperating with a cold drink and a snack, 
is a process greatly appreciate by those in need. 

“It’s saves three lives only by donating one 
time,” said Nyc Moy. 

There is no price placed on blood, therefore 
it is only through voluntary action, making the 
demand for blood even greater. 

“If you’re not terrified of needles or giving 
blood, it’s enough to help people,” said Chelsea 
McCalister TJC student. 

These heroes were the courageous ones who 
were willing to help in the time of need without 
having to be asked twice, ready to face the chal¬ 
lenged.

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Lines of reality 
blurred in new 
TJC production 
‘Lie of the Mind’

Reality is often blurred and the lies kept for within, aid 
to the self-destruction of eight characters in Tyler Junior 
Colleges theatre presentation of Sam Shepards play “Lie 
of the Mind.” 

Set in the American west “Lie of the Mind” is a play 
seemingly about domestic violence with a deeper meaning 
underneath. 

“This isn’t a play about violence, this is a play bout deal¬ 
ing with the reality of your life, not a whole lot of these 
eight characters escape from what they believe is their real¬ 
ity,” said lead director Denise Weatherly-Green. 

“My whole concept for the show, I’ve been pushing the 
whole idea of life being blurred, and reality being blurred 
in their minds. We all create own reality, we all decide what 
we want, and we choose to accept it or not, and that’s what 
these characters do.” 

The writer of the play, Sam Shepard, is a Pulitzer Prize 
winning writer, and Oscar nominated actor whose reputa¬ 
tion and style has earned Green’s respect. 

“Sam Shepard is by far my favorite contemporary play¬ 
wright, he writes about the decay of the American fam¬ 
ily, and he writes about real Americans in surreal situations 
which really defines life today. He doesn’t write about what 
people want America to be. He writes about what family 
life is like in America. It’s all about Sam Shepard for me,” 
said Green. 

A play that begins with strong physical abuse, the au¬ 
dience may quickly find themselves indentifying the villain 
of the story, but they might be wrong. The abusive husband 
Jake is not alone in his ability to deceive himself. 

“The antagonist would be our mind,” said cast member 
Corey Finzel who plays Jake, “the twisted little lies in our 
mind that push us forward in the show that keeps us from 
really trying to figure out what’s wrong; it’s our head that’s 
the antagonist.” 

“When you’re a kid you have like this thing in your 
head and you believe it, then when you grow up you realize 
that thing wasn’t true, and a lot of these guys are still suffer¬ 
ing from stuff that is not true and I think that’s what’s hold¬ 
ing these characters from fulfilling their goal, from actually 
being happy, they’re not allowing themselves to look at the 
truth,” said Finzel. 

The play has been slightly censored for Tyler Junior 
College’s production but a mature audience caution still 
remains on posters around campus. The subject matter is 
rough and gritty but portrayed to be an authentic look at a 
real American family. 

“It’s a play about mature situation, and I think this 
younger generation I’m teaching now enjoys watching ac¬ 
tion and some kind of thrill and violence. This play has all

Kony 2012: A public relations 
stunt or a solution to end a war?

Joseph Kony, Leader of the Lord’s Resistance Army, might 
now be a household name due to a video, produced by non-profit 
Invisible Children, that went viral and has been viewed on You¬ 
Tube more than 100,000 
million times, making 
it the “most viral video 
in history”, according to 
Mashable.com. 

The Kony 2012 
video that was released in 
March informed people 
across the world of the 
atrocities that are hap¬ 
pening in Africa and introduced them to Kony. According to the 
video “for 26 years Kony has been kidnapping children into his 
rebel group, the LRA, turning the girls into sex slaves and the 
boys into child soldiers. He makes them mutilate people’s faces 
and he forces them to kill their own parents, and this is not just 
a few children it’s been over 30 thousand of them,” stated Jason 
Russell, 1 of the 3 founders of Invisible Children. 

The nearly 30 minute video goes on to explain a brief his¬ 
tory of the war, previous Invisible Children campaigns, and fi¬ 
nally the video gives the viewers a call to action in the form of 


an event named “Cover The Night.” According to the Kony 2012 
video Cover the Night has one goal, and that is to “make Kony 
famous.. .April 20th.. .is the day when we will meet at sundown 
and blanket every street in every city ‘til the sun comes up. We 
will be smart, and we will be thorough. The rest of the world will 
go to bed Friday night and wake up to hundreds of thousands of 

posters, demanding justice 
on every corner.” 

Courtney Sheets, a ju¬ 
nior at UT-Tyler, is the admin¬ 
istrator of the Facebook group, 
Cover The Night-Tyler 2012. 
Sheets has been involved with 
Invisible Children in the past 
and “felt the need” to get in¬ 
volved again. 

“I really didn’t know how big this was going to get, I don’t 
think anyone did, I just started a Facebook group thinking a few 
people would join and suddenly I’m getting all these messages 
asking for information,” said Sheets. 

But with the positive response also came the negative, after 
Russell’s public breakdown on the streets of San Diego, Sheets 
started getting several negative messages. 

“I was getting people sending me messages telling me I was

to help the economy and perhaps this school. 

“I actually think it’s a good thing because you have so many 
people that do drink and they go out of town and buy the alcohol 
there,” said Thomas Mullen, a TJC student. “It doesn’t benefit the 
city, so at least this way with all the money that’s spent on gas and 
the taxes that the other cities get from their alcohol tax, we could 
actually get it in Tyler if we sell it.” 

For Tyler Gilmore, a TJC student from Burkburnett, Texas, 
the positive effect this law would have on the city has come from 
his own hometown experience. 

“After it passed, we noticed that there was a significant de-

crease in alcohol related accidents,” said Gilmore. “20 miles is a 
long way to drive for alcohol when they could drive two minutes 
down the road to a gas station and get home safely.” 

On the other hand, some local companies foresee potential 
harm to their business if the law is enacted. Lauren Tyler, coor¬ 
dinator of Student Life at TJC, sees firsthand how this might 
affect her husband’s employer, Tyler Beverages. She states that 
if beer and wine will be sold at gas stations and grocery stores, 
this change will take away some of their shelf space. Tyler also 
believes that the law will not pass in the November election but 
might in the future. 


“Although with all of the surrounding areas going wet, I 
think at some point Tyler would, but I think there’s such a strong 
church community in this area that I don’t think I would right 
now,” she said. “I would be shocked if it did.” 

Whether the law passes, alcohol consumption will still be an 
issue dealt with in this society. Gilmore believes that Tyler might 
as well give in already. 

“If somebody has their mind set on getting something, 
they’re going to find a way to get it, so why even try and fight 
it?” 


“I do encourage other schools to challenge us because I’m 
very proud to be able to say we did this,” said Lauren Tyler coor¬ 
dinator for student life, “passed our goal of the 50 gallon I believe

was stupid for supporting an organization like this,” stated 
Sheets. 

Mission Tyler also pulled their support for the Cover the 
Night event in Tyler after Russell’s incident occurred. 

“Mission Tyler had offered us space to use that night so 
that we could have a central meeting place for everyone and a 
place to sleep if needed,” stated Sheets. 

“Due to recent events, we are putting our gathering...ON 
HOLD... Everyone will of course have to make their own deci¬ 
sions as to what to do next. ” said Mission Tyler. 

Russell’s mental breakdown wasn’t the only criticism Kony 
2012 faced, people have questioned the way Invisible Children 
uses their finances, claimed that the video “over-simplified” the 
war, and some people just didn’t understand how exactly a public 
relations stunt and use of social media was going to lead to the 
capture of the notorious Warlord. 

According to Invisible Children it’s simple, “ In order for 
Kony to be arrested this year, the Ugandan military has to find 
him. In order to find him they need the technology and training 
to track him in the vast jungle. That’s where the American advis¬ 
ers come in but in order for the American advisers to be there, 
the U.S. government has to deploy them. They’ve done that, but 
if the government doesn’t believe the people care about arresting 
Kony, the mission will be cancelled. In order for the people to 
care they have to know. And they will only know if Kony’s name 
is everywhere.” 

Kelsey Reichman, a sophomore a Tyler Junior College, said, 
“I don’t know how I feel about it...It just seems like another 
thing to cause drama.” 

Whether or not students agree with the Kony 2012 cam¬ 
paign one thing is certain, despite criticism, its working. 

“Two weeks after Kony 2012 launched, two bi-partisan 
resolutions supporting the effort to disarm the LRA were intro-
